: To Decide Rent Control Question 


Selectmen Act 


On Petition Of 
Over 120 Voters 


A special town meeting has been 


called for Monday, Auge 24 to act 
upm the continuance of rent con- 
trol here. 


This action was taken by the se- 


lectmen Monday night as the result 


of a petition signed by more than 
120 registered voters calling for 
such a meeting being filed by Pa- 
trick Garvey, 5 Chapman ave. 

With Selectman Roy E. Hardy in 
Europe the other two members of 
the board, Selectmen J. Everett 


Collins and Sidney P. White, feel- 


ing that this was a controversial 
subject and that so many people 
were away at this time, set the 
August 24 date for the meeting in 
the Memorial auditorium. 

A quorum of 350 people will be 
necessary before any business can 
be transacted. It is hoped that 
enough persons can be present at 
this time so that the action will not 
have to be put over any longer. 

The rent control question is 
brought about by Chapt. 434 of the 
Acts of 1953 of the recent session 
of the state legislature. 

Federal rent control expired 
Apr. 30 of this year but control 
was continued under provisions of 
a state law which expires July 31. 

At the special town meeting it 
will be necessary to decide by 
vote that a substantial shortage of 
rental housing accommodations 
exists before voting on the ques- 
tion of extending the rent control 
law. Then the meeting will have 
to vote an appropriation to carry 
on the work. 

If rent control is voted it will be 
necessary to set up a local rent 
control board under the act. The 
board would consist of five unpaid 
members and, according to the law,
